LOS ANGELES, March 11.—The death list in the devas- 


tating earthquake that rocked southern California mounted 
today to 129. 


As sailors and marines, called out as martial law was de- 


clared, dug into the ruins at Long Beach and Compton, the 
centers of the disaster, more bodies were found. 


The morning sun, piercing a dense fog that enshrouded 


the scene of horror, lighted emergency relief work that en- 
listed hundreds of doctors and nurses during tha night. 


Throughout the night shocks continued, and at 6:58 a. m. 


the twenty-fourth, a sharp rolling 'quake, was recorded. The 
damage was chiefly confined to the first hard temblor.

I. The Apostles Making Report to 


Jesus (v. 30). 


They had just returned from a 


most strenuous campaign of preach- 
ing and healing. Their ministry had 
occasioned a great stir. This was 
accentuated by the continued min- 
istry of Jesus. 
They reported to 


Jesus what they had taught ami 
what.tiiey^had wrought" 


II. Jesus Alone WitK the Apos- 


tles (vv. 31, 32). 


The result of the combined min- 


istries of" Jesus and the apostles 
was such a commotion, with the 
people coming and going, that there 
was no opportunity for resting or 
eating.

strain Jesus invited the disciples to 
retire from tiie cro-.vd and rest.

I Hi. Jesus Teaching the Ignorant 


Multitude "(vv. 33, 341); 


1. Thronged by the people (v. 36). 


The wonderful words and works, of 
the Lord arid the disciples, brought 
the multitude to them. To escape 
the throng they took departure'to 
a desert place (v. 32). Seeing the 
Lord and his disciples leaving, the 
people from the surrounding cities 
anticipated their landing place so 
that upon the arrival of tie ship 
they were already there. 


2. Jesus TBOved -with compassion 


(v. 34). Instead of becoming irri- 
tated by the intrusion of the crowd, 
his personal, interests were forgot- 
ten as the needs of the shepherd- 
less sheep pressed npon his notice. 
Therefore, he began to teach them 
many tilings. 


IV. Jesus Feeding the Hungry 


Multitude (vv. 35-44). 


1. Conference with the disciples 


(w. 35-38). 


a. The .disciples requested that 


the multitude be «ent to the sur^ 
rounding'villages to buy bread (v. 
36). 
According to Matthew Jesus 


made the proposition that the mul- 
titude be fed (Matt. 14:1G). 


b. Jesus commanded them to feed 


the multitude (r. 3T). 


c. The disciples' perplexity (v. 


37). Tlicir perplexity was due to 
the fact that they were depending 
upon their own resources instead of 
Christ. To come face to face with 
the humanly impossible has a three- 
fold benefit: 


(1) It makes us realize our de-

Heed Early Symptoms 


>The early symptoms of- dementia 


praecox arc vagruo and 
confusing. 


The sufferer complains of headache, 
dizziness', disturbed sleep, loss of 
'sleep and bad dreams.. The appetite 
is poor, digestion is disturbed and 
general-weakness results. As the dis- 
ease progresses, the patient becomes 
melancholy, anxious and conscious 
that he is not well. 


Too'often the early signs of de- 


mentia, praecox are overlooked. This 
is unfortunate because early recog- 
nition of. the disease means prompt: 
medical "attention. This greatly in-' 
fluences the future welfare of the; 
sufferer. 
The disease should always 


be suspected in a person whose dis- 
positionlfcKanges. Formerly pleasant 
and agreeable, the sufferer from de-; 
rnentia-Jp'raecos becomes nervous, ir- 
1, 


ritable^restless and is unable to ron- 
centsratfe;9n any subject.
